IffilDRAHDUM FOR OHS DIRECTOR* 
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Under present instructions, 1he names of conr* 
fidential informants are forwarded to the Bureau 
in a separate letter marked "Personal and Coij^l- 
ej&$ial". Some of the Bureau supervisors seem to 
have experienced some difficulty in determining 
whether or not such required action has been taken 
"by tiie various field offices. In other words, an 
investigative report reaches the desk of the super- 
visor in question, and in the ho^y thereof mention 
is made of information obtained from a "confidential 
informant 11 . ?he supervisor, of course, desires to 
know whether or not the field office in question has 
complied with the regulations "by forwarding the name 
and address of such confidential informant under 
separate cover. Under the existing filing system, 
it appears that such letters may have been filed in 
the investigative case file to \#iich 1hey relate. 

We "believe that this practice is wrong and we 
recommend that the Chief of the Files Divisf on he in- 
structed to start thirty separate confidential in- 
formant files, one for each office. V/e believe that 
all letters from, a given field office containing -fixe 
names ^of such confidential informants should be filed 
in the "Confidential Informant" file of that particular

On Monday night I left the Oklahoma City office with Special 
-Agent Deaderiok and arriTCd the following morning at Saline, Oklahoma, 
where nemaons woe contacted through Charles rfhlteday, Deputy Sheriff 
at Sellna. 

Planmons Is a man 64 years of age, appears to be sane, states 
that at one time he was Sheriff at Burns, Oregon, has in the paat 
throughout the states of Kansas, Arkansas and Miasouri assisted lew 
enforcement agencies in obtaining information concerning oriwe, is at 
present unemployed, and baa been residing in Bellas for approximately 
four years; that his only source of income Is a SpanisJa-Aaerlean tfar 
pension in the amount of $80.00 per month, and that he is interested 
soley In the matter referred to this office for any Money that he can 
get out of it. fie told me that he had discussed this matter with 
Sheriff Sf. J, Walker at Pryor, Oklahoma, the county-seat of fiayes 
County, .in which ia looated Saiina, and with Charles 7/hlteday, Deputy 
Sheriff at Salina.

Plemmoss told me that two years ago a young m, whose saint 
he does not know, but who la a stenographer and secretary to an attorney 
by the none of Cumalnga in Miami, Oklahoma, aame to hie borne at Saline,, 
accompanied by a woman, who was rspreeented to bin aa being the aether 
of Charles "Pretty 3oy» Floyd; that thees people told hia that it wee 
their desire to negotiate through him with the Governor of Oklahoma for 
the surrender of Floyd in order that he might escape the electric chair 
and be giten a life aentenee in the penitentiary; that it was their re- 
queat that he, Plemmona, make the arrangement a for.aueh eurrender through 
the Sheriff at Tulea, Oklahoma; that all "pap ere" neeeaaexy to the 
eurrender be prepared and eigne* by the Governor, following which Floyd 
wculd eurrender himself to the Sheriff at Tulaa and would be taken to 
the county, whioh waa not named, in Oklahoma which would have Jurisdiction 
of any crime that he had committed and that he be immediately sentenced 
to life imprisonment in the penitentiary, and that the young man and this 
woman aaaured him that one thousand dollara would be plseed in the Peat 
Office at Saline for. him, should the eurrender be effected. Plemmont 
atated that he immediately wrote to the Sheriff at Tulaa, Oklahoma, but 
newer reoelved any response from him, but did receive a letter from J, B. 
Burna, of the F» N, Buma Rational Detective Agency, Tulea, Oklahoma, 
whioh atated that Plemmona' letter to. the Sheriff at Tulea had been turned 
oyer to aaid ageney and the tenor of the letter waa that Burna would be 
Clad to handle the matter of the eurrender of Floyd and requeated that 
Pleranone bring Floyd to the Burns Detective Agsney in Tulea, and that if 
any rewards were forthcoming, that, of course, Pi canons wouid be entitled 
to them. (The F. K . Burna National Detective Agency is not in any way 
connected with the I . J. Bums International Detective Agency.) The 
letter from the F. R. Buns Detective Agenoy referred to by ?lemmons was 
exhibited to the writer and it is dated in May, 1932 and contains in sub- 
stance the infonaation act out in thia paragraph. 

nemmons stated that s wetfk after the first visit .of the woman 
and the young mas to his residence, they called again aid he told them . 
that the undertaking had been uasueceeeful. He stated that he did not. 
aae or hear anything further from these people until March .12th of this 
year when the young- man called to see him again and told him that he was 
going down into the mountain country to eontaot Floyd and that he wished 
rieamone would accompany him, as it waa still his desire to try to effect 
the surrender of Floyd withUe state of Oklahoma; that the young man said 
hie primary purpose waa to have Floyd sign some papers on that day which 
would effect the placing of Floyd' a eon, Jackie Floyd, in en Indian eshcol in 
western North Carolina, and that this was being handled through the Indlsa 
servioe, Department of Interior in Washington, D.ci, which,, of eeurss, re- 
quired the signature of Floyd on the papers. Plemmona stated that lie got 
into a car, he thinks a Chevrolet Coach, with this young man and they drove 
some sixty miles from. Saline down. into tfeetville, Oklahoma and from

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tfestville sgu four or f ive allee into .the hill oouatry and stopped ©n 
the road In front of a farmhouse j that the young bub got out, west op 
to the fftsnhouee and that he, Plemmona, told the young man he did net 
wish to *aet any outlawe and that be climbed a hill, eat down on a log 
end observed the young man go from th« fanuhouee to a large hay hart, 
from which he saw three nan emerges that he was so fa* away he could 
not identify any oi then but one wa« a tall maa, the eeeond a small 
and the third a heavy-aet man. Be atated that he remained on the Is* 
-until the young aan completed his busineea, although he did not see any 
papers signed, nor did he know whet took plaoe between thie young man 
and the three alleged outlawa, and that they then left and drove bat* to 
Salina. Ha atated they left 3alina that morning about nine o'clock and 
returned at fire in the afternoon. 

Plemmona told me that he has never seen Floyd and that he doae 
not know whether the woman who oame with the young man ia in feet the 
mother of Floyd. 

Plemmona accompanied Agent Beaderiok and at to rteetville •no' 
thenoe to the byroad he aaid waa traveled by him and the young man oa 
Karch 12th. «re drove many miles, farther than Plemmone eaid he and tha 
young man drove. This waa during the daytime. Re could not teoogniae 
any farmhouse aa the one he said he end the young man went to on March 
12th. ■ 7e drove Plemmona for several hours over praetioally every road 
within many mile's of the vioinlty where he stated he and the young man 
drove on March 12th ( but he was unable to reeogniae any place seen aa 
the fiuMhouse alleged to have been visited by him and the young man. 

After all ef this driving Plemmons stated that ha and the young 
man had a bottle on the day that they left the farmhouse, but had not drunk 
any before they arrived there and. that be did not believe that they were 
drunk when they left. Plemmons stated that he Just must be ■ietaken, that 
probably they went through some town other than ./estville, but he could not 
think of the name of it. 

Plemmona atated that the young man with him aaid that the name 
of the man who operated the farm on whieh the hay barn waa located ie riemsd 
Long, firat name unknown, and that thia man Long is supposed to be an uncle 
of one Jack Long, a one-time notorious character in Oklahoma. Plemmona said, 
however, that he didn't see Long and doesn't know in fact that the ytfung man 
is telling the truth and all of his statement* are predicated upon what the 
young man told him. 

Although Plewnona was unable to locate any farmhouse or plaoe 
which he aaid he . visited on Karoh 12th, he insisted that hs had seen just 
what he has reported and that he feela that possibly if Floyd were not at 




the hay barm, that some outlaw* were there. »'e afforded P lemons every 
opportunity to point out the plaoe he had In Bind tad offered him t reim- 
portation to any point that he would suggest, but he said he had no 
further roads or places in mind. He stated, however, that he would make 
a further effort to locate this place and, if he find* it, he will notify 
this office. He stated that the young nan whom he is alleged to have 
ficeowpanied into that country told him that this was not the plaoe at 
which the outlaws resided permanently, but was Just a stopping plaoe for 
them and that they traveled between Missouri and Texas and had several 
hideouts in that section of the country* 

Mr. W. C, Colvin, Postmaster at tfeatville, Oklahoma, was die- 
oreetly interviewed, tae reason for the inquiry not being disclosed to him, 
with reference to any Longs who might live near ^estville and be served 
by tnat Post Office. Colvin stated that he had been residing there since 
before statehood and that he knew practically everybody in the cosisunity 
and that there is no Long who is receiving mail through that office. He 
stated that the only long he knows of in the community is a George Long, 
who resides on a farm near Watts, Oklahoma, which is some nine miles north 
of .teatville} tnat he has known long for many years, who formerly was 
employed by the Kansas City-Soutbern Railway, and that he ie a man who 
enjoy* a good reputation and ia supposed to be of good, character. The 
location of the farm of George Long was furnished Pleases* and he stated 
emphatically that that could not be tae plaoe. 

The spot alleged to have been visited by Plenmoss on Karch 12th 
apparently is located in Adair County, Oklahoma near the Arkansas line and 
i£ country than which there is none rougher and better adapted for purposes 
of hldsouts of gangsters and criminals, 

riemmone, who is apparently sane, has a decided detective eonplex* 
Ha states that he reads detective magazines practically all the time and 
reads everything that appears in any newspapers that he can get his hands 
on about crime and criminals. 

Sheriff *. J . ffalker at Pryor, Oklahoma, which. Is not far distant 
from Saline, stated that he has not known Plemmons very long end that when 
newaona first discussed this matter witn him, he cained tSe impression that 
he was a little "off" mentally and that nothing has occurred to alter this 
opinion. 

Charles ;7hlteday, an Indian, Deputy Sheriff at Sslina, says that 
lie has known Piewoas for some two years or wore and that while he has never 
been intimately associated with him, he believes bin to bs sane and knows of

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Vtr^4^U^rif<m^ Mr* Purvis that 1W : --^M^- theory that the 
Dillinger gang was using the commercial air lines to "#avel between 
cities and buying their cara in the city after they arrived* Mr. HooTer 
suggested that it would be a good idea to cover all of the airports. 
Mr. Purvis stated that his men were wovering every possible hotel, 
speakeasy, and etc* there this bunch might stop if they came to Chicago 
from 3t. Paul. 

Mr. Hoover went over the details wherein the St. Paul office 
so badly bungled their end of the case* emphasixddg the lnadvisability 
of calling in the local police in aiding in taking fingerprints or of 
calling on them at any time for aid unless the Division was short of 
equipment, like machine guns or gas guns or anything of that kind, or 
when they were short of men. Hp. Hoover told Mr, Purvie to keep an 
eye on ths situation for it was his belief th^t it would popnext in 
Chicago. 

Mr. Purvis stated, regarding the men that Mr. Rorer had sent 
down to Chicago from St .Paul, that they were sending their memorandum 
reports on investigative matters through his office but that they were 
also making daily reports through 3t> Paul* They were being directed 
bilaterally, Rorer was calling then and telling them what to do and 
Vr. Purvis was also directing then. Mr. Hoover said that such a 
proceWiaremust be stopped* That he could see that there was one chance 
in a hundred where the men who had been wording on the Bremer case 
in St. Paul m-Sght be better acquainted with the intricate ramifications 
of the case so as to be able to handle it better thsn the Chicago men. 

Brennan was sent back to 3t. Paul lest night in view of the 
fact that Porer stated thrt he was the only one in the 3t. Paul office 
who could t*ke fingerprints. There are six of borer's men in the Chicago 
territorynov that Brennan has returned. Mr. Purvis stated that if the 
men were sent back to St, Paul tb^t he could fill up their assignments 
with his own men. He also said that he had five of his nen assigned 
penaenently to the Dillinger case. ^r. Hoover informed him that for 
the next be wanted Mr. Purvis to put all attention on Dillinger. He 
advised ;/r. Purvis that all information sent to the St. Paul office 
should be sent to the Division.
